cerning Silver Coin. 


The Hebraskaa Contends That the 


Legal Tender Law Will Main- 


tain tke Parity Between 


Gold and Silver. 


Washington, Feb. S.—In a letter to 


the house committee on coinage Hon. 
William J. Bryaa announced his oppo- 
sition to the financial bill pending in 
the house, making standard silver dol- 
lars redeemable in gold. He holds 
there is no- necessity for redemption. 
The legal tender law, he claims, will 
maintain, substantially, the parity be- 
tween gold coin and silver dollars so 
long as both can be used to an unlim- 
ited extent iu the payment o£ public 
revenues and private debts. As soon 
ES the silrer ilollar is made redeemable 
in gold, concludes Mr. Bryan, another 
endless chain -will be created and the 
arguments used against the greenbacks 
and treasury notes will then be turned 
against silver.

It was in tb« smoking 
compartment that death laid a ruthless 
hand, for there was cot «ue of the

Washington, Feb. S". — The pension 


appropriation bill, appropriating |14-;,- 
000,000, was passed by the senate after 
a fe\v minutes' consideration. Bills 
vrere aiso passed reiatins. to rights oi' 
way through certain parks, reserva- 
tions and the public lands; to paj- the 
Lag-range Synodical college ot La- 
gi-ange, Teun., ?34,300 for property 
taken during the civil war; for the 
purchase ol a steam launch for use at 
Galveston.

1'ostoClce Bill Passed.. 


Washington, Feb. S.—The postoffice 


appropriation bill, debate on which has 
consumed almost an entire week, has 
besn passed by the house. The debute 
hovered about three topics—railway- 
mail pay, pneumatic tube service and 
special fast mail facilities, but it bore 
no •fruit. 
The amendment to reduce 


the rate of railway mail pay was ruled

IS AIR LUMINOUS? 


fiot. Dewar to 8«»ro& In the Air fo* 


Matter Like That la Nebula). 


An important paper, tn.e joint work 


of Professor Dewar of the Royal Insti- 
tution; London, was read recently be- 
fore the Royal Society in London. It 
dealt •with the spectrum of the more 
volatile gases of atmospheric air which, 
are not condensed at the temperature 
of liquid hydrogen. Tabes filled trith 
gas which had passed through the U- 
tube showed on sparking no spectrum 
of nitrogen, argon, or 
carbon, 
but 


showed the spectra of hydrogen, helium 
and neon brfiiiantiy as we'd as a great 
jnanv less 'brilliant rays of uultnowa- 
origin. In addition, they showed at 
first the brightest rays of mercury, de- 
rived no doubt from the mercury pump 
by which !hey aad been exhausted be- 
fore the . mission of the gases fro* 
t'uii liquefied air. In one experiment the 
mixture of gases in a vessel into which 
a fraction ot the liguefied air was dis- 
tilled was pumped out without being 
passed through the U-tube in liquid 
hydrogen, and the mixture -sras found 
to contain 43 per cent of hydrogen, 6 
per cent of oxygen, and 51 per cent of 
other gases, and it was explosive when 
mixed with more oxygen. 
This, ac- 


con -s t° ^he 
learned 
professors, 


shows conclusively that hydrogen in 
sensible proportion exists in the earth's 
atmosphere, and if Uie earth cannot 
retain hydrogen or originate it, then 
there must b-e a continued accession of 
hydrogen to the atmosphere from in- 
ter-planetary space; and 
they could 


not resist the conclusion that a simi- 
lar transfer of gases must also take 
place. Other exhaustive examinations 
led them to believe, thai they might 
find tho substance which is luminous 
in nebulae to be really present in the 
earth's atmosphere, and 
they hoped 


shortly to be able to verify the obser- 
vation of It. They intended to pur- 
sue their inTestisatioas, and if po^si- 
>blo to sort out the rays which may be 
ascribed to substances such as neon 
and tliose which are due to one or 
more other substances.—Nevr York 
Sun.

Coffee From tlie Blossom io tlic Caji, 


Pine Fisheries Exhibit — Strnhsre 
Tribe of People Prom Soutli Amer- 
icn—Electrical Display Will Dnzzle 
.Visitors WitJi Its Brilliancy. 
Work on the Pan-American exposi- 


tion grounds at Buffalo has been push- 
ed so Bteuililj- of late that already 
many of tiie tmildiugs show even In 
detail the wonderful architecture and 
harmony of color which it was prorri- 
ised would be !t maiu feature of the 
enterprise, says the New York Tiinf"?. 
The framework of the principal build- 
ings has been covered with staff, and 
the staff itself is receiving the varied 
tints and brilliant hues which, together 
with the novel architecture, will dis- 
tinguish this exposition from any other 
that has ever preceded it 
So radical 


Is tb& departure in this respect that 
this feature in itself will marl; a. new 
era in exposition building. 


One of tbe Instructive as well as 


interesticsj attractions at the exposi- 
tion will be the exhibits that are meant 
to familiarize the people of all America 
with the food products of both Ameri- 
can continents. These exhibits in them- 
selves will be housed iu a building 
which measures over a third o.f 3 mile 
iu circum feregco. The development of 
coil'ue, for example, will be shown 
"from blossom to cup." 
Coffee grows 


more like a cherry than anything else 
with which people in north temperate 
latitudes are familiar. The tree, if al- 
lowed to grow naturally, wiil attain 
a height of 20 feet, though it Is ofteu 
pruned to keep the branches within 
reach when standing on the ground. 
For beauty it cannot be excelled even 
iu the tropics. 
With its deep green 


shining: leaves and pure white, fra- 
grant, though transitory, blossoms, to- 
gether with the ripening fruit, it pro- 
duces a picture peculiarly effective. 


The fruit, first a tiny green ball, 


chauKCS to pale red as it develops, and 
finally, when ripe, the color is a rich 
brown. It has a pleasant flavor, though 
rather sweet aud somewhat insipid. 
Its pit is the cofl'ue bean of commerce. 
Each fruit contains two beans, which 
grow with the Hat sides together in 
separate culls, though should cue be- 
come abortive the other grows round 
and (ills both cavities. The coffees cx- 
hibited wTd liu tiio American coffees 
only. The United States being the lar- 
gest coffee market in the world, this 
feature of the food exhibit, as well as 
other food products wherein this coun- 
try c:;cels the other countries, will re- 
ceive especial attention. 


Another attraction wherein ' it Trill 


be aimed to outrank any similar ex- 
hibit over made will be that of fish 
farming. This exhibit will be housed 
in a building 150 feet square, which 
wiil form a heel callt in the horseshoe 
plan of the govermnytit buildings. 
Many features of dominating interest 
wiil receive consideration In tills ex- 
hibit 
Take, for example, that much 


maligned and discredited food fish, the 
German carp. U will be presented at 
its true value. Like the lake sturgeon, 
once it Is really known iu its true col- 
ors it will be appreciated. The exhibit 
will sho\v how in Germany the carp 
is cultivated as a farm product. 


In Germany streams are dammed, 


which causes the writer to overflow 
areas of several hundred acres iu ex- 
tent. Qoce each year, iu cold weather, 
when the fish are at their best, the wa- 
ter is drained off aud the largest fish 
scooped from shallow pools with dip 
nets. In this manner a pond contain- 
ing 2r>0 acres of water has been made 
to yield 40.000 pounds of carp per y.-ar. 
A thorough business is made of catch- 
Ing the flsli and shipping them immedi- 
ately, while in proper condition, to the 
larger markets throughout the country. 
At" the outlet of the pond a floor is 
built with sorting tables and large tubs 
of water in which the fish are cleaned 
and otherwise prepared. 


The men and women out in the pond, 


barefooted, with little protection from 
the cold, have the disagreeable part 
of the work. A fire is often lighted 
on tbe higher ground, at which they 
may occasionally warm themselves. 
Daring the fish harvest the poacher 
Is a constant nuisance, a watch being : 
required day and night until the pond I 
is-refilled.

leaf of the bny tree, distilled with pure 
Santa Crux rum.' The bay tree is ?. 
lurge, very handsome.evergreen forest 
tree having thick, lustrous foliage. Iu 
geueral appearance it somewhat ro- 
somhlcs the linden. It is a native of 
tlie West Indius, attaiuiug its greatest 
perfection iu the Island-of St. Thomas. 
The leaves may be gathered at any 
tiaie during the year, but -the best re- 
sults are obtained in tbe raontu of Ju- 
ly. A peculiarity of tbe tree is that it 
does not bear cultivation, but prefers a 
wild, rocky hillside, where it apparent- 
ly lives upon moisture derived from 
the atmosphere. Certainly the roots 
can afford but little sustenance, grow- 
ing, as they do, in the crevices of rocks 
and often over perfectly bare surfaces. 
Healthy leaves grow to tbe length of 
three inches by about one iuc-h IK width, 
thick, like the laurel, with a luster that 
resembles the rubber plant

From Tarlac, .Luzon, Island, under 


date of December 19, Trooper Edgar 
B. Beall, of froqp L, Fourth U. •£. 
Cavalry, writes in part as follows: 


"As to tlie report that the Ridenow 


boy had been KIHefi, 1 am glad to re- 
ply that the rumor was wholly un- 
.founded. 
Ridenour is as hale and 


hearty as ever. There have been but 
.two men killed in tbis troop since we 
came here and only one has died in the 
rbpspttal. Our troop is considered a 
very lucky one. 


I think, as you do, that I will have 


to finish my term of enlistment here 
6ti SUP island., because tlssy saa'.t do 
without cavalry and nearly every com- 
pany of infantry 
has a squad of 


un.ted .men. Cavalry Is the main 


streiig$i of tb«.army here. We are 
•'hiking" ;rnost of the time. We had 
a little .acrjap a week.ago and captured 
four guns. Yesterday word was re- 
ceived here that there was a: party 
of "niggers" About 6 miles out. We 


ddied up a«d rode out along the 


rode at full gall&p until we were near 
the piace. -Then we left '{fee horses 
under a small guard and west on foot- 
tlirough the woods, sneaking along as 
silent as shadows expecting a scrap, 
but when we reached the place the 
nigger* were gone and ail we could, do 
was to burn their "shacks." We rode 


out about 15 miles missed our tlinne: 
and got nothing for bur trouble. * 
* * Just one year ago today General 
Lawton was killed—the best man that 
ever gave a command.

•sve ride along and carry nothing. 
Often when the infantrymen are sent 
out with us we carry their haversacks 
for them."
